CIRCULAR LETTER FOR 1867.:

The Messengers composing the Walhonding Regular Baptist 
Association to the Churches whom they ‘Yepresent sendeth 
Christian Salutation : ' 

Much beloved Brethren in the Lord: Tt again becomes our 
duty, according to former practice, to send you our Epistle of 
love, feeling insufficient to write anything that willcomfort the 
church of the living God, while travelling in this world of 
sorrow, sin and death. But the Word is full of precious prom. 
ises, all pointing to Christ, the great object of our love, and He 
it is who guards His church with a loving care, We will then 
enquire where is Christ? ‘To the Jews, he is coming, for Jacob 
says, while blessing Judah, (Gen. 49 chap., 10 v.,) The seepter 
shall not depart from Judah, nor a law-giver from be-° 
tween his feet, until Shiloh come. And - Tsaiah says: (7 
chap., 14 v.,) Therefore the Lord himself ‘shall give you 
x sign. Behold a Virgin shall conceive and bear’ a son 
and shall call his name Immanuel. Again, where is Christ ? 
Mathew says :\(2 chap., 1, 2°v.,) Now wlien Jesus was born 
in Bethelem of Judah, in the days of Herod, ‘the king behold 
there came wise men from the East to Jerusalem, sayine: avhere

him at the river where John was Baptizing,’ for Matthew says, 

3d chap. 13th v:) then cometh Jesus from Galilee to Jordan 
unto John to be baptized of him, but John forbade him, saying, 
I have need to be baptized of thee and cometh thou to me. 
And Jesus answering, said unto him, suffer it to beso now, for 
thus it becometh us to fulfill all righteousness, then he suffered 
him. And Jesus when he was baptised went up straightway 
out of the water and lo, the heavens were opened unto him and 
he saw the spirit of Ged descending like a dove and lighting 
upon him, and lo, a voice from heaven saying: This is my 
beloved son in whom I am-well pleased. We find him him 
further going up and dewn in the earth doing good, healing

to his disciples, Mark tells.us in the 16th chap., 19th .v.. Se 
then after the Lerd had spoken unte them he was received up 
into heaven and sat on the right hand ef God. Also, Luke 
24th chap., 51st v., And it came to pass while he blessed them 
he was parted from themand carried up into heaven. And, 
Acts Ist chap., 9th v., And when he had spoken these things 


‘while they beheld he was taken up and a: cloud received him 


out of their sight. So we see he is not on earth but in heaven 
where he has gone to prepare a place for his saints of the church, 
for John says: 14th chap., 1, 2d y.. Let not your heart, be 
troubled: ye believe in God, believe also in me... In my father’s 
house are many mansions: if it were not so, I would have teld 
vou, I goto, prepare a place for you.
